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NECESSITY  AND  ADVANTAGE 
OF  EXERCISE. 
The  ncceflity  of  action  is  not  only  cle- 
raonllrable  from  the  fabric  of  the  body, 
but  evident  from  obfervation  of  the  uni- 
verfal  practice  of  mankind  ;  who,  for  the 
prefervation  of  health,  in  thofe  whofe 
rank  or  wealth  exempts  them  from  the 
neceflity  of  lucrative  labour,  have  inven- 
ted fports  and  diverlions,  which,  though 
not  of  equal  "afe  to  the  world  with  manu- 
al trades,  are  yet  of  equal  fatigue  to 
thofe  that  practifc  them,  and  differ  from 
the  drudgery  of  the  hufbandman  or  ma- 
nufacturer, only  as  they  are  acts  of  choice 
and  therefore  performed  without  the 
painful  fenfe  of  compulsion.  Thehuntf- 
man  riles  early,  purfues  his  game  through 
all  the  dangers  and  obftructions  of  the 
chafe,  fwims  rivers,  &  fcales  precipices, 
till  he  returns  home  no  lefs  haraffed 
than  the  foldier,  and  has  perhaps  fome- 
times  incurred  as  great  hazard  of  wounds 
or  death ;  yet  he  has  no  motive  to  incite 
his  ardour  ;  he  is  neither  fubject  to  the 
commands  of  a  general,  nor  dreads  any 
penalties  for  neglect  and  difobedience  ; 
he  has  neither  profit  nor  honor  to  ex- 
pect from  his  perils  and  his  conquefts, 
but  toils  without  the  hope  of  mural  or 
civic  garlands,  and  mult  content  himfelf 
•with  the  praife  of  his  tenants  and  com- 
panions. 

But  fuch  is  the  constitution  of  man, 
that  labour  may  be  ftiled  its  own  reward; 
nor  will  any  external  incitements  be  re- 
quifite,  if  it  beconhdered  how  much  hap- 
pinels  is  gained,  and  how  much  mifery 
efcaped  by  frequent  and  violent  agitati- 
ons of  the  body. 

Eafe  is  the  utmoft  that  can  be  hoped 
from  a  fedentary  and  unactive  habit  ; 
eafe,  a  neutral  ftate  between  pain  and 
pleafure.  The  dance  of  fpirits,  the 
bound  of  vigour,  readinefs  of  enterprile, 
and  defiance  of  a  fatigue,  are  referved 
for  him  that  braces  his  nerves,  and  har- 
dens his  fibres,  that  keeps  his  limbs  pli- 
ant with  motion,  and,  by  frequent  expo- 
sure, fortifies  his  frame  againit  the  com- 
mon accidents  of  cold  and  heat. 

With  cafe,  however,  if  it  could  be  fe- 
cured,  manv  would  be  content  ;  but  no- 
thing terreltrial  can  be  kept  at  a  (land. — 
Eafe  if  it  is  not  rifing  into  pleafure,  will 
be  falling  towards  pain;  and  whatevcr 
hopc  the  dreams  of  Speculation  may  fug- 
gelt  of  obferving  the  proportion 
nutriment  and  labour,  and  keeping  the 
body  in  a  healthy  ftate  by  fupplies  exact- 
ly equal  to  its  wafte,  we  know,  that,  in 
effect,  the  vital  powers  unexcited  by 
motion,  grow  gradually  languid";  that  as 
their  vigor  fails,  obftmctions  are  genera- 
ted; and  that  from  ohftructions  proceed 
moft  of  thofe  pai  rs  which  we.ir  us  away 
flowly  with  periodical  tortures,  and 
which,  though  they  fuffer  life  to  be  long, 
condemn  it  to  be  ufelefs,  chain  us  down 
to  the  couch  of  mifery,  and  mock  us  with 
the  hop;s  of  death. 

Excrcife  cannot  fecure  us  from  that 
diffolution  to  which  we  are  decreed  ;  but 
while  the  foul  and  body  continue  united, 
it  can  make  the  aflbciation  pleafing,  and 
give  probable  hopes  that  they  fhall  be 
disjoined  by  an  eafy  feparation.  It  was 
a  principle  among  the  ancients,  that  acute 
difeafes  are  from  heaven,  and  chronical 
from  ourfelves.  The  dart  of  death  in- 
deed falls  from  heaven,but  wepoifon  it  by 
our  own  mifconduct :  to  die  is  the  fate  of 
man;  but  to  die  with  lingering  anguifh  is 
generally  his  folly. 

It  is  ncceffary  to  that  perfection  of 
•which  our  prefent  ftate  is  capable,  that 
the  mind  and  body  Ihould  both  be  kept  in 
action  :  that  neither  the  faculties  of  the 
one  nor  ®f  the  other  be  fuffered  to  grow 
lax  or  torpid  for  want  of  ufe  ;  that  nei- 
ther health  be  purchafedby  voluntary  fub- 
rniffion  to  ignorance,  nor  knowledge 
cultivated  at  the  exper.fe  of  that  health, 
•which  muft  enable  it  either  to  give  plea- 
fure to  its  poflfeffor  or  alhftance  to  others. 
It  is  too  frequently  the  pride  of  ftudents 
to  dilpife  thofe  amufements  and  recrea- 
tions which  give  to  the  reft  of  man- 
kind ftrength  of  limbs  and  cheerfulnefs 
of  heart.  Solitude  and  contemplation 
are  indeed  fcldom  confident  with  fuch 
(kill  in  common  exercifes  or  fports  as  is 
neceffiry  to  raake  them  be  praeYil'ed  with 
delight  ;  and  no  man  is  willing  to  do  that 
of  which  the  neceffity  is  not  prefling  and 
immediate  when  he  knows  that  his  awk- 
wardnefs  muft  make  him  ridiculous. 
Thus  the  man  of  learning  is  often  re- 
figned,  almoft  by  his  own  confent,  to 
langeur  and  pain  ;  and  while  in  the  pro- 


fetution  of  his  ftudies  he  fuffers  the 
wearinefs  of  labour,  is  fubject  by  his 
courfeof  life  to  the  maladies  of  idlenefs. 

I  have  always  admired  the  wildom  of 
thofe  by  whom  our  female  education  was 
inftituted,  for  having  contrived  that  eve- 
ry woman  of  whatloever  condition 
ihould  be  taught  fome  arts  of  manufac- 
ture, by  which  the  vacuities  of  reclufe 
and  domellic  Icifure  may  be  filled  up. 
Thefe  arts  are  the  more  neceffary  as  the 
weaknefs  of  their  fex  and  the  general 
lyftem  of  life  debar  ladies  from  many 
enjoyments,  which,  by  diverlifying  the 
circumft  mces  of  men,  preferve  them 
from  being  cankered  by  the  rule  of  their 
own  thou  ,ius.  I  know  not  how  much  of 
the  virtue  and  happinefs  of  the  world 
may  be  the  confequence  of  this  judici- 
ous regulation.  Perhaps  the  molt  pow- 
erful fancy  might  be  unable  to  figure  the 
confufion  and  Daughter  that  would  be 
produced  by  Co  many  piercing  eyes  and 
vivid  underltandings,  turned  loofe  at  once 
upon  mankind,  with  no  other  bufinefs 
than  to  fparkle  and  intrigue,  to  perplex 
and  to  deltroy. 

For  my  part,  whenever  chance  brings 
within  my  oblervatiou  a  knot  ot  milieu 
bufy  at  their  needles,  I  conlider  myfelf 
as  in  the  fchool  of  virtue  ;  and  though  1 
have  no  extraordinary  fk.il I  in  plain  work 
or  embroderv,  look  upon  their  operations 
with  as  much  (atisfaction  as  their  go- 
vernefs,  becaufe  I  regard  th/tm  as  pro- 
viding a  fecurity  againtt  the  molt  dange- 
rous i'nares  of  the  foul,  by  enabling  thein- 
felves  to  exclude  idlenefs  from  their  fo- 
litary  moments,  and  with  idlenefs  her 
attendant  train  of  pailions,  fancies,  and 
chimeras,  fears,  furrows,  and  de'ires. 
Ovid  and  Cervantes  will  inform  them 
that  lore  has  no  power  but  over  thofe 
whom  he  catches  unemployed;  S<  Hector, 
in  the  Iliad,  when  he  fees  Andromache 
overwhelmed  #vith  terrors,  fends  her  for 
confolatiolT  to  the  loom' and  the  diftaif. 

It  is  certain  that  any  wild  wilh  or  vain 
imaginalian  never  takes  fuch  firm  pof- 
felfion  of  the  mind,  as  when  it  is  found 
empty  and  unoccupied.  The  old  peripa- 
tetic principle,  that'nature  abhors  a  va- 
cuum, maybe  properly  applied  to  the  in- 
tellect, which  will  embrace  any  thing, 
h  vever  abfurd  or  criminal,  rather  than 
be  wholly  without  an  object.  Perhaps 
mall  may  date  the  predominance 
of  thofe  defires  that  dulturb  his  life  and 
contaminate  lys  confeience,  from  fome 
unhappy  hour  when  too  much  liefure  ex- 
poled  him  to  their  incurfions  ;  for  he  has 
lived  with  little  obfervation  either  on 
himfelf  or  others,  who  does  not  know 
that  to  be  idle  is  to  be  vicious.

European  Intelligence. 

England. 

LONDON,  December  30. 
A  letter  from  general  Berthier,  of  the 
army  of  Italy,  relates  the  extraordinary 
exertions  and  confequent  hardfhips  which 
that  army  has  experienced,  in  making  its 
way  through  the  mountains  of  fnow  that 
impeded  the  march  through  the  pallage 
of  Spulgen  ;  the  energy  of  the  French 
troops,  according  to  this  official  account, 
could  only  be  equalled  by  the  indefatiga- 
ble induftry  of  general  Macdonald,  who 
was  feen  in  every  direction  animating 
his  men,  by  holding  forth  to  them  the 
moft  praifeworthv  and  foldier  like  exam- 
ple. It  appears  that  this  army  has  open- 
ed a  communication  between  the  Enga- 
dine  and  the  Vallcline  by  Mount-Beru- 
ina,  and  the  Valley  of  Pufchiava  ;  thiso- 
peration,  however,  was  not  performed 
without  fome  lofs  ;  a  ftrong  detachment 


of  the  iSth  demi-brigadc,  and  another  of 
the  fecond  of  dif mounted  huffars,  were 
turned  and  made  prifoners  on  the  occafi- 
oir 

When  thelalt  accounts  from  Italy  rea- 
ched Paris,  that  army  had  advanced  into 
the  uppef  Engadine  as  far  as  Fonte,  and 
remained  in  quiet  poffeffon  of  the  com- 
munication through  the  valley  of  Pufcha- 
via. 

The  Paris  Journals  alfo  contain  more 
letters  lately  received  from  A.  Menou. 
He  continues  to  ftate,  that  the  country  is 
in  the  moft  flourifhing  condition,  and  that 
it  bids  defiance  to  the  combined  efforts  of 
all  the  enemies  of  France  ;  there  is  a  long 
interrogatory  of  the  Mameluke  who  mur- 
dered gen.  Kleber. 

By  the  Lifbon  mail  which  arrived  ye- 
fterday  we  learn  that  all  npprol.enfions  of 
invafion  of  Portugal  had  fubfided  ;  but  it 
has  been  thought  prudent  by  government 
to  continue  the  fortifications  of  the  fron- 
tier towns  of  Bregenza,  and  Miranda.  It 
was  generally  believed,  by  the  beft  inform- 
ed men  in  Lifbon,  that  an  amicable  ar- 
rangement was  on  the  point  of  being  con- 
cluded between  Spain  and  Portugal.  A 
courier  from  Madrid,  with  difpatches  for 
the  prince  of  Brazil,  arrived  at  Lifbon  3 
days  before  the  King  George  left  Tagus. 
Sir  J.M.Pultney  came  over  in  the  packet. 

From  the  language  which  dropped  from 
fome  of  the  members  in  parliament  laffc 
night,  we  are  not  led  to  form  any  very 
fanguine  hopes  on  the  fubject  of  peace. 


American  Intelligence. 

New- Providence* 

NASSAU,  (N.  P.)  January  37. 

Yellerday  arrived  the  private  veffel  of 
war,  Swift,  capt.  Hcnderfon,  by  whom, 
we  are  informed  of  the  following  difa- 
greeable  tranfaction. 

The  Swift  on  the  1  ith  inft.  in  the  Old 
Straits,  gave  chafe  to  a  veffel,  which  on 
coming  near,  they  found  to  be  a  ftup  of 
war  under  American  colours.  The* 
Swift  then  ftood  for  E.ock  harbour  on  the 
Cuba  coaft,  and  came  to  anchor  in  five 
fathom  water.  The  American  purfued, 
but  they  difregarded  her,  knowing  lhe 
was  under  friendly  colours. 

The  American'came  to  an  anchor  alfo 
at  about  half  gun  lliot  from  the  Swift. 
She  then  fired  a  fliot  into  the  Swift,  and 
another  and  another  till  five  guns  were 
fired,  the  fliot  of  which  did  fome  damage 
to  the  Swift.  Captain  Henderfon  then 
got  under  wav,  and  ftood  to  the 
American  ;  and  when  he  got  along  fide, 
demanded  to  know  the  reafon  why  they 
fired  into  a  veffel  under  the  Britilh  flag. 
The  Captain  of  the  American  veffel  or- 
dered him  to  drop  his  anchor,  which 
captain  Henderfon  faid  he  would  do  as 
foon  as  he  could  bring  his  veffel  to  the 
wind.  At  this  inftant  he  heard  the  cap- 
tain of  the  fliip  give  orders  to  pour  z 
broadiide  into  the  fchooncr  which  was 
immediately  complied  with.  Captain 
Henderfon  luffed  under  the  fhip's  quar- 
ter, and  in  his  own  defence,  gave  the  fhip 
his  broadfide,  and  at  the  fame  time  put: 
his  veffel  in  flays,  and  gave  the  fhip  his 
other  broadfide;and  made  off.  While  the 
fchooner  was  under  the  fhip's  quarter, 
the  marines  (40  in  number)  belonging  to> 
the  latter,  annoyed  them  very  much. 
Captain  Henderfon  received  a  (hot  thro* 
his  hand,  and  another  through  his  thigh  j 
one  man  was  killed,  and  two  or  three; 
dangeroufly  wounded. 

Maryland. 

BALTIMORE,  Ferbuary  27. 
On  Monday  laft,  a  decent  plain-dreffed 
woman  went  into  a  ftore  in  this  citv,  and 
enquired  for  chintzes  and  Irilh  linens — 
The  ftore  keepers  handed  down  thole  ar- 
ticles— The  woman,  after  examining 
them  for  fome  time,  faid  fhe  did  not  wane 
them  for  herfelf,  but  for  a  lady  in  Old- 
Town,  and  would  thank  the  gentlemen 
to  fend  them  over  for  her  infpection  ;  one 
of  whem  immediately  took  up  three  pie- 
ces of  chintz  and  one  of  Irilh  linen  cho- 
fen  by  this  woman,  &  fet  out  accompani- 
ed by  her  for  the  relidcnce  of  this  pre- 
tended lady.  After  they  had  proceeded 
fome  conliderable  diftance,  the  woman 
flopped  fuddenly,  and  faid  lhe  had  left  her 
glove  at  the  ftore  and  wanted  to  return 
for  it.  The  young  gentleman  conceiv- 
ing her  to  be  a  /Wy,and  thereby  knowing 
himfelf  bound  by  the  rules  of  politenefa 


to  pay  her  every  pofftoie  attention,  of- 
fered to  take  this  trouble  upon  himfelf, 
provided  (lie  would  condescend  in  his  ab- 
fence  to  have  an  eye  towards,  the  goods. 
She  readily  accepted  his  proffered  fervi- 
ces  ;  but  at  his  return,  inftead  of  keeping 
her  eye  upon  the  charge  he  had  left  to 
her  care,  Ihe  had  put  her  bands  upon  it, 
and  neither  woman  nor  goods  have  been 
heard  of  lir.ee. 

M^'uhufctts. 

SALEM,  February  12. 
Capt.  Nicbol,  in  the  Walker,  touched 
at  Efpirito  Santo,  i:i  the  New  Hebrides, 
for  the  purpofe  of  procuring  water  and 
other  refreihments.  A  canoe  filled  with 
armed  natives,  approached  and  made  fe- 
veral circuits  round  the  (hip.  Capt.  N. 
not  being  able  to  bring  them  along  fide, 
ordered  the  boat  to  be  lowered  down,  in 
tending  to  board  the  canoe,  and  there 
make  the  neceffary  enquiries.  He  was 
immediately  attacked  with  arrows  and 
bones,  knocked  down,  and  two  of  his 
men  fo  feverely  wounded,  that  they  died 
in  a  few  days. — The  crew  on  board  man- 
ned another  boat,  and  ffifperfed  the  na- 
tives. Capt.  N.  then  carried  bis  ihip  to 
another  part  of  the  Ifland,  moored  her, 
and  went  in  quell  of  water.  As  he  ap- 
proached the  Ihore,  he  faw  a  number  of 
armed  natives  upon  the  beach,  who  threw 
down  their  weapons  to  induce  him  to 
land.  Before  he  had  proceeded  many 
yards,  feveral  fignal  guns  gave  him  to  un- 
derdand  that  his  fliip  was  in  danger — in 
attempting  to  return  to  his  fliip,  he  was 
followed  by  the  natives,  and  wounded 
with  an  arrow.  Several  in  the  boat  were 
likewife  wounded,  and  one  died.

THE  MAIL. 

We  received  no  (but hero  mail  on  Wed- 
nesday lalt,  nor  any  cadern  mail  yelter- 
dav.  There  are  now  three  ealtern,  and 
except  a  few  papers,  four  or  five  Southern 
mails  due — the  eaflern  mail  has  failed 
gradually,  by  arriving  one  week  after  it 
was  due,  for  feveral  weeks,  until  it  failed 
entirely,  and  the  fouthern  has  not  arri- 
ved regularly,  for  upwards  of  three 
months.

THE  advocate  of  the  poll-office  de- 
partment, who  appeared  in  your  lafl,  un- 
der the  fignature  of  "  A  Citizen"  ap- 
pears to  have  retraced  the  fteps  of  his 
coadjutor  fJHfc  Bradley,  a ffift ant  pofl-  ■ 
mailer  general,)  in  his  attempt  to  defend 
the  reputation  of  the  poll-mailer  general, 
and  thereby  dire<51  the  public  attention 
to  the  head  of  the  department. 

All  the  driclures  which  I  have  feen 
on  the  failure  of  the  mail,  have  gone  to 
attribute  that  failure  to  a  defeel  in  the 
department  in  general,  and  not  to  that  of 
the  head,  or  any  particular  member  there- 
of ;  and  are  calculated  to  inform,  more 
than  to  cenfurethe  pofl-malter  general — 
But  as  Mr.  Bradley,  in  his  letter  to  Mr. 
Samuel  H.  Smith,  has  informed  the  pub- 
lic that  the  poll-mailer  general  will  pay 
no  attention  to  news-paper  complaints  of 
failures  in  that  department,  it  becomes 
abfolutely  neceflary  that  fome  other  mode 
fhould  be  rcforted  to,  in  order  to  procure 
a  remedy  for  the  evil. 

It  is  certainly  the  duty  of  the  'ubordi- 
nate  officers  in  the  department  to  give 
the  pofl-maftcr  general  Sgular  informa- 
tion, but  it  is  extreme  doubtful  whether 
that  duty  has  been  faithfully  executed, 
and  that  doubt  is  increafed  upon  reliev- 
ing that  fuch  information  would  often 
tend  to  criminate  the  very  perfon  whofe 
dutv  it  is  to  give  it. 

The  Citizen  acknowledgas  that  "  the 
pod-ofiice  department  diffufes  its  utility 
metre  fenfibly  to  individuals-,  than  any 
other  branch  of  government"— -will  he 
with  equal  candor,  acknowledge  that  the 
failures  in  that  department  operate  more 


to  the

v  of  individuals,  than  in  1 


other  branch  of  government  ?  and  if  fo, 
it  becomes  indifpenfiblv  neceffary  that  the 
people  fliould  adopt  fuch  meafures  as  are 
moll  likely  to  prevent  that  injury,  and 
from  the  prefent  view  of  affairs,  none 
feems  to  prefent  itfelf,  which  is  likely  to 
fucceed,  but  a  direct  application  to  the 
executive. 

The  hackneyed  cry  of  danger  from  in- 
ftamatorv  publications,  has  been  too  often 
made,  in  order  to  prevent  an  enquiry  in- 
to the  conduct  of  public  officers,  to  be  re- 


garded as  ferious,  and  has  been  general!; 
ufed  by  rhofe  whofe  ofticial  conduel  will 
not  bear  invefligation.  If  the  poft-malter 
general  has  received  regular  information 
from  fources  to  which  he  can  give  credit, 
the  fault  of  the  continuation  of  the  evil, 
rells  with  him — if  not,  the  fault  is  with 
thole  whofe  duty  it  is  to  give  that  infor- 
mation, and  the  evi!  in  both  cafes  is  the 
fame  to  the  people  at  large. 

It  appears  from  the  extract  of  a  letter 
from  the  pott-mafter  general,  puhlifned  by 
the  Citizen,  that  meafures  have  b^en  ta- 
ken to  prevent  the  failure  of  the  mail 
through  the  wildernels — but  has  it  had 
thedefired  effeel  ?  or  has  the  poll-mailer 
general  been  informed  that  but  two  mails 
have  come  regularly  on  that  route,  for 
more  than  three  months? 

If  the  continual  mittakes  which  have 
occurred  lince  the  diftribution  fyflem  has 
taken  place,  is  to  be  attributed  to  M  the 
frequent  changes  which  take  place  in  the 
department,"  and  the  impoffibility  "that 
every  qualification  neceffary  to  make  a 
deputy  pofl-mafler  an  adept  in  that  bufi- 
nefs,  can  be  handed  him  with  his  com 
million,"  the  fvftem  ought  certainly  to  b( 
abandoned,  and  the  former  one  re-adopt' 
ed,  which  was  ealily  underflood  by  the 
weakefl  capacity — but  whether  the  poll 
mailers  at  the  dillributing  offices,  have 
given  the  poft-maller  general  regular 
formation  of  fuch  millakes,  as  well  as  the 
caufe  thereof,  is  not  known — if  they  have- 
not,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  he 
take  meafures  to  remedy  the  evil,  until 
he  receives  fuch  information. 

I  am  as  unwilling  to  •*  inflame  the  pub- 
lic mind"  improperly,  as  my  fellow  Citi- 
zen— but  I  am  equally  unwilling  to  fuffer 
abufesin  any  department  of  government, 
when  thofe  abufes  can  be  corrected  with 
out  endangering  the  public  tranquility

SINGULAR  INTEGRITY. 
On  the  burning  fliores,  dellined  as  it 
were,  only  to  glut  an  infatiable  third  for 
gold,  a  virtuous  Dane  exhibited  unexam- 
pled proofs  of  integrity  and  humanity. 
At  the  forts  of  Frederickfburgh  and 
Chriltianburgh,  fltuated  on  the  gold  coaft, 
at  a  fmall  dillance  from  each  other,  the 
Danifli  African  company,  who,  by  virtue 
of  their  charter,  were  in  poffeffion  of 
them,  had  exercifed  its  privileges  with 
that  barbarity,  of  which  the  moft  poliflied 
nations  have  fet  the  example,  in  thefe 
devoted  climes.  This  Dane,  whofe  name 
was  Shilderop,  was  the  only  one  of  its 
agents  who  had  the  refolution  to  renounce 
that  cruelty  to  which  cuftomhad  given  a 
kind  of  fanflion.  So  great  was  his  repu- 
tation for  humanity,  and  the  confidence 
repofed  in  his  probity,  that  the  blacks 
would  come  three  hundred  miles  to  fee 
him — and  the  fovereign  of  a  diftant 
country  lent  his  daughter  to  him,  with 
prefents  of  gold  and  Haves,  that  this  Eu- 
ropean, fo  revered  through  all  the  coafts 
of  Nigritia,  might  give  him  a  grand-fon. 
O  Virtue  !  Hill  doft  thou  exift  in  the 
breads  of  thofe  wretched  beings,  con- 
demned to  dwell  with  tygers,  or  groan 
beneath  the  yoke  of  their  own  fpecies  ; 
they  yet  have  hearts  fufceptible  of  the 
loft  impreffions  of  humanity  and  beniff 
cence  !  Jud  and  virtuous  Dane,  what  iii* 
narch  ever  received  fo  pure,  fo  glorious 
an  homage,  as  thy  nation  hss  feen  thee 
enjoy  ?  And  where  ?  Upon  a  fea,  upon  a 
continent  degraded  forever,  by  an  infa- 
mous traffic  of  men  exchanged  for  arms! 
and  children  fold  by  their  parents  1  of 
crimes  and  misfortunes,  carried  on  thro' 
two  whole  centuries.  We  cannot  Suffi- 
ciently deplore  fuch  horrors  ;  and  if  we 
could,  our  lamentation*  would  be  ufelefs. 

SLANDER. 
TO  a  mind  truly  fufceptible  of  a!l  the 
tender  feelings  there  can  be  nothing  fo 
feverely  felt,  nor  fo  fenfibly  deplored,  as 
Slander.  Although  there  has  been  effay 
after  elTav  written  in  reprehenlion  of  it ; 
and  although  it  has  not  efcaped  the  pen 
of  any  of  our  modern  as  well  as  ancient 
moralill,  dilllit  is  the  prevailing  vice  of  the 
age.  The  difagreeable  effects  of  it  are 
felt  bv  every  perfon  whom  it  attacks,  in 
whatever  ilation  in  life  he  may  be  placed. 
It  tends  to  fever  all  the  tender  ligaments 
of  love  and  friendlhip  ;  to  annihilate  all 
confidence  between  man  and  man  f  fills 
the  mind  with  jealoufy  and  didrud.  It  de- 
flrovs  the  peace  and  order  of  Society, 
breaks  down  the  barriers  of  truth,  per- 
verts and  mutilates  the  mod  innocent 
actions  ;  and  in  fliort,  renders  man  the 
mod  unhappy  of  all  living  creatures. 

EFFECTS  OF  GAMING. 
The  fudden  death  of  the  elded  fon  of 
i-ery  refpeclable  Baronet,  is  faid  to  have 
arifen  from  the  following  circumdance  ; 
the  father  finding  his  fon  extremely  dif- 
treded  and  embar raffed,  took  him  into  his 
library,  and  told  him,  -that  he  would 
cheerfully  relieve  him  from  all  his  diffi- 


culties upon  two  c< -.tedious  ;  -that  he 
would  (late  the  extent  of  them  without  j 
refcrve,  and  give  him  his  honour,  after; 
the  payment  of  his  debts,  never  to  play 
again  for  any  confiderable  fum  :  thefe  the 
fon  promifed  to  comply  with,  and  after- 
wards dated  his  debts  to  be  twenty  two 
thou  fa  nd  pounds,  which  were  indaritly 
difcharged.  However,  not  a  week  pall- 
ed, before  he  unfortunately  fell  into  his 
old  habit,  and  at  a  fitting  lod  five  thou- 
fand  pounds  mote;  on  which  the  next 
morning,  he  put  a  piltol  to  his  head,  and 
blew  out  his  brains.

CANDOUR. 

True  candour  is  altogether  different 
from  that  guarded,  inoffenfive  language, 
and  that  iludied  opennefs  of  behaviour, 
which  we  fo  frequently  meet  with  among 
men  of  the  world,  fmiling  very  often,  is 
the  afpedt,  and  fniooth  are  the  words  ot 
thofe  who  inwardly  are  the  mod  ready  to 
think  evil  of  others.  That  candour  which 
is  a  Chrillian  virtue,  confifts,  not  in  fair- 
nefs  of  fpeech,  but  in  fairnefs  of  heart. 
It  may  want  the  blandiflimcnt  of  external 
courtefy,  but  fupplies  its  place  with  hu- 
mane and  generous  liberality  offenliment. 
Its  manners  are  unaffecled,  and  its  pro- 
feflious  cordial,  exempt  on  one  hand, 
from  the  dark  jealoufy  of  a  fufpicious 
mind,  it  is  no  lefs  removed  on  the  other, 
from  that  eafy  credulity  which  is  impofed 
on  by  every  fpecious  pretence. — It  is  per- 
fectly confident  with  extenfive  knowledge 
of  the  world,  and  with  due  attention  to 
our  own  Safety, — In  that  various  inter- 
courfe,  which  we  are  obliged  to  carry  on 
with  perfons  of  every  different  character, 
fufpicion  to  a  certain  degree,  is  a  neceffa- 
ry guard.  It  is  only  when  it  exceeds  the 
bounds  of  prudent  caution,  that  it  degen- 
erates into  vice.  There  is  a  proper  mean 
between  undidinguifliing  credulity,  and 
univerfal  jealouly,  which  a  found  under- 
danding  difcerns,  and  which  the  man  of 
candour  dudies  to  preferve. 

He  makes  allowance  for  the  mixture  of 
evil  with  good,  which  is  to  be  found  in 
every  human  character.  He  expects  none 
to  be  faultlefs  ;  and  he  is  unwilling  to  be- 
lieve that  there  is  any  without  fome  com- 
mendable quality.  In  the  midd  of  many 
defects  he  can  difcover  a  virtue.  Under 
the  influence  of  perfonal  refentment,  he 
can  be  jud  to  the  merit  of  an  enemy.  He 
never  lends  an  open  ear  to  thofe  defama- 
tory reports  and  dark  fuggeflions,  which, 
among  the  tribes  of  the  fenforious,  circu- 
late with  fo  much  rapidity,  and  meet  with 
fuch  ready  acceptance.  He  is  not  hafty 
co  judge,  and  he  requires  full  evidence  be- 
fore he  will  condemn.  As  long  as  an  ac- 
tion can  be  afcribed  to  different  motives, 
he  holds  it  no  mark  of  fagacity  to  im- 
pute it  alwavstothc  word.  Where  there 
is  jud  ground  for  doubt,  he  keeps  his  judg- 
ment undecided  ;  and,  during  the  period 
of  fufpence,  leans  to  the  molt  charitable 
condruction  which  an  action  can  bear. 
When  he  mull  condemn,  he  condemns 
with  regret,  and  without  thofe  aggrava- 
tions which  the  feverity  of  others  adds  to 
the  crime.  He  lillens  calmly  to  the  apo- 
logy of  the  offender,  and  readily  admits 
every  extenuating  circumdance  which 
equity  can  fuggelt.  How  much  foever  he- 
may  blame  the  principles  of  any  feet  or 
party,  he  never  confounds, under  one  ge- 
neral cenfure,  all  who  belong  to  that 
party  or  feet.  He  charges  them  not  with 
fuch  confequences  of  their  tenets,  as  they 
refufe  and  difavow.  From  one  wrong 
opinion,  he  does  not  infer  the  fubverfion 
of  all  found  principles  ;  nor  from  one  bad  1 
action,  conclude  that  all  regard  to  con- 
fidence is  overthrown.  When  he  iv  be- 
holds the  mote  in  his  brother's  eve,"  he 
remembers  u  the  beam  in  his  own."  He 
commiferates  human  frailty,  and  judges 
of  others  according  to  the  principle*  by 
which  he  would  think  it  reafonable  that 
they  fliould  judge  of  hi:n.  In  a  word,  he 
views  men  and  actions  in  the  clear  fun- 
(hine  of  charity  and  good  nature  ;  and 
not  in  that  dark  and  fullen  (hade  which 
jealoufy  and  party  fpirit  throw  over  all 
characters.
